MOINES, IOWA, TO 
WORLD-WIDE GATHERING 



The Florida delegation to the Stu- 
dent Volunteer Convention lu'ld at Dps 
Moines, Iowa, returned January 7 and 
report a wonderful trip. The majority 

of lit Icuatcs sfartod from Jacksonville 
December 2J> anil joined the other.s in 
Des Moines. It was a lively, expectant 
group, roniposcd mostly of students 
from all the institutions of hiuher 
learning in the State. The Stnt' Col- 
lege for Women was represented by 
Misses Grace Earle Hlldreth. the dele- 
gation leader; Prances Slielly, Faith 
Potter, Elizabeth Uol)inson, l..eota 
Caruthers and Anna Laird. Miss Ro- 
wena Loni;iniit', a faenlty ineinhi r, and 
Miss Gertrude Anuuidsen, the V. W. V. 
A. secretary of the collei^i'. accom- 
panied this group, and .Mrs. C. N. Hil- 
drelh, Jr., of Live Oak. joined the 
party and added much to the i)h a.snre 
of ail its members. The University of 
Florida was represented by Mr. H. R. 
DeSilva. a menilicr of the s< nior clas^, 
and by Mr. G. E. While, th.' V. M. C. 
A. secretary. Stitherhmd ("olleue sent 
its full (piota of delei'at's: Misses 
Marie Wilson and Kiinic^ I'ipkin and 
Mr. H. W. Blackburn. Rollins Colh'ue, 
too, sent its full quota in the persons 
of Miss Esther M. Russell and Messrs. 
Earle 11. Shannon and Wari< n M. In 
gram. Stetson Tnivcrsity was repre 
8ente<l by Mr. C. E. Sanders. 

All these Florida folk were hoping 
to see getmine winter weather; nor 
were they diHapi)ouited, for while 
there was neither extreme cold nor a 
hli/.zard. the ground was covered with 
snow and a snow shower came during 
two different days of the trip. 

The convention, which meets once 
in four y ars, was made up of s<n en 
thousand representatives from ail the 
leading universities and colleges of the 
United States and Canada. There 
were forty nationalities represented, 
and as many as three hundred re- 
turned missionaries from the foreign 
vfleld. A great many distinguished 
speakers were there: Dr. John U. .Mott, 
of world fame, who is luesident of the 
movement; Dean Brown, of Yale; Dr. 
J. Ross Stevenson, of I^rinceton Uni- 
versity; niahop MacDowell, of Wash- 
ington, I) ('.; Dr. Tniett, lead'T of 
Southern Baptist Church, from Texas; 
Dr. MacKenzie, from Harvard Divinity 
Sehof)l; .Messrs. .lolin Speer. Shi rwood 
Eddy, Dr. Zwemer, Dr. Oldham, from 
England, and others too numerous to 
mention in hiief si)aee. 

The Volunteer movenieiit calls lor 
young men aini women ot education 
and worth to carry the teachings of 
Christ to all the world; a movement 
that has thrown to such pro|)ortions as 
to elfect the goveruments, religions 
and customs of all nations. Not in 
theory alone, for there wmtc present 
scores of witnesses who showed actual 
results to this effect. It was an o( c a 
sion where "college spirit" concen- 
trated its forces of enthusiasm and 
interest in one direction. The young 
men held quite a majority, and scores 
of them, having served in arms across 
the seas, could ai)preciate many of the 
complex problems. 

The Florida delegation, though not 
so large as those of the older and more 
densely populated States, received 
equal attention, and during the recre-

INTERCOLLEGIATE 

TREATHEFERENDUM 

Tuesday, January V.\. the students of 
the State Colleg(> for \\'omen were 
given an opportunity to show where 
they stand on one of the greatest vital 
problems of today— the Peace Treaty. 
This was done at the request of a com- 
mittee Of the leadinir men of the 
United States, which was attempting 
to ascertain the consensus of opinion 
of the college students of the United 
States on ihi.s important question. 

The four propositions voted on were 
as follows: (1) I favor the ratification 
of the League and Treaty in any 
form; (2)1 am opposed to the ratiflf a 
lion of the I.,eague and Treaty in an\ 
form; (3) I am in favor iri liie ratilica- 
tion of the Treaty and l.,eague with the 
Lodge reservations; (4) 1 favor a com- 
promise between the Lodge and Demo- 
cratic reservations that will fai ilitaie 
ratification. 

'i'he returns show MS voting for 
proposition one; 12 for i)roposition 
two; 21 for proposition three; 148 for 
proposition four. In all, about three 
htmdred and thirty students voted, 
thus showinu their interest in one of 
the most vital issues of the day.

Furniture made by the schoolboys of 
America is proving a godsend in north- 
ern France and Belgium, where that 
commodity costs ten times as much as 
it did before the war. 

Two thousand five hundred pieces 
tnade by the Jnin'or Rod Cross have 
been distributed in tlie last few weeks. 
This represents one shipment of ta- 
bles,, chairs and other household fur- 
niture made by American boys in man- 
ual trainiiiu schools. The furniture is 
not elaborate, but stout and of good 
wood, and French government offi- 
cials, who insiierted it, pronounced it 
"very credital)ly made." 

Five million persons are -endeavor- 
ing to keep house this winter in these 
devastated areas, many of them in the 
crudest forms of shelter.

R. MOTT AT OPENING 
OFSTDDENTVOLONTEER 
CONVENTll IN GOLISLl 

Dr. John R. Mott, chairman of the 

executive committee (if the sttulent vol- 
unteer movement for foreign missions, 
with the background of his repeated 
journeys thioughout the world iind hi:? 
six visits to the warring countries dur- 
ing the last five years, at the opening 
session of the student volunteer con- 
vention at the Coliseum yesterday af- 
' ternoon, sounded the keynote of the 
I convention on the "New World and the 
! New Day" and their demand upon the 
universities and cidleges Of North 
America to furnish a larger leadership. 

We stand on the threshold of the 
greatest opportunity which Xorth 
I American students have ever coufront- 
j ed. It is characteristic of opportunity 
that is passing. As the Arab proverb 
would express it "the dawn comes not 
twice to awaken man.' 

To See the New World. 

'»We have come here to get a com- 
.manding vision of the /new wprtd. 
What a different world it is from that 
upon which the delegates gazed at the 
last convention, held in Kansas City 
just six years a>-'o. What an old world 
tluit was. How al)s<dutely different is 
the world which we view today. It 
need not be pointed out that it is a 
shaken world. The old foundations 
were heaved and hrok-en up and were 
found to be but shifting sand. 

"Parts of the world which but yes- 
terday we regarded as most stable are 
still trembling. It is an imi)overished 
and overburdened world. The backs 
of Innocent generations will bend low 
in toil and sacrifice as a result of im- 
po.ssib!e burdens imposed by recent 
war. It is an exhausted and over- 
wrought world. The nerves of the 
pcoitle have been worn threadbai-e. 

"The world is still torn and em- 
bittered. Not only is their hatred be- 
tween the groups of nations whi(di have 
been at war, but there has been a fall- 
ing out among certain of the countries 
which were united in the struggle. 

"More ominous still is the fact that 
in virtually m-ery nation which was 
at war and in neutral countries as ■ 
well there has come a great fissure or 
rift between different classes. The 
bolshevlst movement has not been con- 
cerned with dividing the nations and 
peoples vertically as it were, but rath- 
er has aimed to cast, a horizontal 
cleavage across the entire human 
race, arraying class against class. 

Eager for the Light. 

"The world is also still sorrowing 

and suffering. We need' only remind 
ourselves of the 11,000,000 of graves 
filled by the war. The physical suffer- 
ings ontlnup over vast areas of man- 
kind. Some who are in touch with the 
facts maintain that more people will 
die from starvation and exposure dur-

Report of Des Moines Con- 
ference 



Thursday morning from twelve to 

one. the delegates to the Des Moines 
Conference nave a report to the Stu- 
dent body. 

Miss Amundsen acted as presiding 
officer. 

After calling the meeting to order, 
she spoke a few minutes of the bigness 
of the Conference, and how impossible 



it waa Lo report the whole conference 
so that we could fully appreciate the 

spirit of it. 

After the singing of the hymn that 
oi)ened the convention, »'How Firm a 
i''<Mui(iat ion," Miss Longmiii" led the 
devotional service, reading the twenty 
second I'salm ami portions of the fifth 
chapter of Revelations, closing with an 
earnest prayer. 

Finances Shelby gave us an introduc- 
tion to the convention. Passing rap- 
idly over the details of the delightful 
trip to Des .Mones, she told of their 
arrival, of tlie hosi)itality of the whole 
city, uf the case with which they were 
registered .md all arrangements made 
for their acciuuodat ions. 

On Wednesday afternoon the con- 
ference held its first meeting in the 

Coliseum, an immense auditorium 
which accomodate,] comfortably seven- 
ty five hundred people. Of course, 
there was a grand i-i h to get in and 
see everything. Bui a,^ . ach state had, 
a pai iinilai- place to sit there was no | 
tronble in limlir.g one's place. i 

The i'loi ida delei,Mllon sat in tlie | 
front r w liie til St balcony on the | 
right hand side uf the stage. In our' 
delgation there wer eightt-en i)eo)ile , 
representatives from the Universiiy of 
Florida. Stetson. Sutherland. Roliins, i 
and of course, our own F. S. W. C. 

The colored people also had four rep- 
resentatives from the Normal School 
on the hill. 

The first impression was of a great 

hub-bub of singing and cheerim;. of a 
great mass of students all together. 
Every one of the delegates has re- 
marked that only to sec the whole os- 
sembly and to hear them sing, as they 
did sing, as a united whole, was worth 
the trip to Des Moines. It just simply ' 
thrilled one to see it, and forced one 
lo realize the greatness and bigness of i 
it all. Although the first imiires^ioti 
was one of confusion, the audnoi ium 
soon quieted down and one was made' 
to realize that there were gathered 
together in that audience over seven 
thousand earnest, serious minded col- 
lege nien and women from all over the 
United States, Canada, and forty sev- 
en foreign countries. How wonderfui 
It must have been to look around ovei 
that vast audiaorium. Of course, vri 
were not there, but some way our ici) 
resent at ives have made us feel ;ind al 
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most see what they I'elt and saw. 

After Frances had given us an in- 
troduction to the convention, Grace 
Earle Hildretli spoke on llie purpose 
and function of the Student Volunteer 
Movement. 

This movement began in 1886 at a 
( on vent ion for Christian Students held 
at Mt. Hermon, Massachusetts. In 
1888, a permanent organization was 
effected. The purpose of the student 
volunteer movement, is to serve as a 
recruiting agency for the foreign mis- 
sion fiehls. It serves the missionary 
boards of the various churches. It 
has four definite aims which briefly 
stated jire as follows: (1) to awaken 
an interest in foreign missions; (2) 
to enroll volunteers to meet the needs 
of the various boards; |:!) to help the 
>tudent volunteers .vho aie enrolled 
: to complete their preparation for the 
j mission service; (4) to impress upon 
I those whtt stay at home their resi;onsi- 
ibility in interest and support of the 
1 work. 

t The Student Volunteer Movement 
has spread into pia(ti(ally all llu- 
Chiistian countries, and also lo some 
of our missionary countries. Its 
walriiword- ' The Evangelization of the 
woild in this generation," was buns 
liefoic the students as the watchword 
of the convention. 

Faith I'otier next ouiIIikmI some of | 
the things that they iienni ai Mie liiff 
eieut meetings. The whole character [ 
of the meeting was devotional. They j 
began wiih a h.\nin ami closed with a.; 
benediction and silent prayer. .Dr j 
John R. Mott was the presiding officer, 
always introducing the speaker of the 
meeting. We will briefly enumerate 
some of the main topics of the meet- 
ings and leave it to the read(>r to ap- 
I)reriate their fullness of meaning.

Anna Laird told us about the differ- 
ent speakers and gave several very in- 
teresting glimpses of their personali- 
ties. There were speakers from Switz- 
erland, Sweden, France, Great Britain, 
('iinaiia. Scotland and India. There 
were also student speakers from every 
section of the country; the southern 
sjjeaker being Hess Walkiip from Ran- 
dolph Macon. AmonK the great lead- 
ers of our country were. Dr. John 
R. Mott. liobeit E. Speor. Sherwood 
Eddy. Miss Ueriha Conde an<l .Miss 
Ijouise Holmquist. 

Leota Carruthers told us of the liiff 
eri'iit native workers, picturimi each 
o vividly that we felt .almost as 

ii knew them iiersonally. There 
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was a representative from Japan, Af- 
rica, Mexico, India. China. These 
were leaders of naiions and all plead- 
ing for Clirist to be sent to their na- 
tion. 

101izal)eih Robin.^on gave the con- 
cluding talk on Sunday, the greatest 
day of the conventi<ui. She gave as 
the key note of the conference — the In- 
spiration of service. Dr. Triiet. one 
of the leaders in the Baptist church 
gave the first address of the day. He 
said th;it the most inij)ortant thing 
was not to m.ake a living, but to make 
a life; and the most important thing 
in life is service. Life is a loan from 
(iod, and there are three w.ays of using 
it — first, as a miser, using all for ona's 
self; second, as a spend thrift, fritter- 
ing away the gift of lile carelessly; 
and last as a gift consecrated in ser- 
ivce to the Lord. 

Bishop McDow(dl, the second speak- 
er gave a very inspiring message. He 
left as a parting thouKht, "David serv- 
ed his own generation by the will of 
God. 

In the afternoon se.ssion six differ- 
ent girls who were volunteers spoke 
on their reason for becoming student 

vohinleers. 

The (losing juldress of the confer- 
ence was given Sunday night by Mr. 
Robert E. Speer. He began with rem- 
iniscences of earlier conferences and 
showed how the Student Volunteer 
movement had grown, and also how 
our opportunity has grown. He closed 
with a qtiotation from the scrijitures 
—"The world passeth away and the 
lusts theieof; but the word of the 
Lord abideth forever." 

After this last talk, our meeting was 
clcsed with the singing of "Lead On. 
O King Eternal," and a few minutes of 

silent prayer. 

The challenge of the conference has 

come to us - it does not b(dong to our 
representatives alone — it belongs to 
each one of us, whether we accept It 
or reject it, the challenge remains, 
and the responsibility remains — the 
vital, urgent question is whether we 
are going to make our lives count for 
the things worth while. Are we going 
to serve our generation by the will of 
God?

The real victors 
have Ihcii tl)r jieople's victors east of 
llie Kliiae. 1 grieve that the AOies 
fattT« b«Mi the rlotor* far'^« trtumph 
is so vicious in its after effects that 
right and justice fail. 

The one thing which Interests me 
now is the social revolution east of the 
Rhine. I i;lory in the soviet republl' 
of liussia and pray for the day when 
it shall be established in all of the 
world^ Jesus of Nazareth was the 
moral Messiah to the oppresseil of the 
earth. Lenine is the economic deliv- 
erer of humanity, both are of God and 
all Hell fights ai-'aiiist them and wll 
destroy them if possible. They ma\ 
slay but they cannnt conquer, for this 
revelation is of God and will not come 
to naught in the long run. The league 
of Nations is hound to be but a league 
of victors and a travesty and a farce. 
Have a new book coming out tnls year. 
Charles Scrlhner's New York, are pub- 
lishing "The Rural Community, An 
cient and Modem" for me. It is an 
ertensive volume, p.'irtially my own 
writing and the rest compiled mater- 
ials. It is a soiirr, hook for classics 
and rural sociology.

No. 2, Yeri Hau. Chicile, 
Constantinople. 

Dear friends: 

It seems so queer to keep sending 
letters off into space and no answers. 

Hui >ome day I hope to get a whole 
bushel basket full. 

We arrived from Athens on a Rou- 
manian boat. We rolled m; in blank- 
els and slept on deck all the time, it 
was interesting for there were sixteen 
n.'d inn;i 1 i' ies on l)"ani, imduding 8 
koumaniaii piiiHc-s. .\ll the men 
were lined up in rows and ti(f)k turns 
kissing her hand. It was quite a 
thrill to pass through the Dardanelles, 
seeing Europe and Asia at ilic s.nm 
moment and with the same eye, \Vt 
passed for houis so close to the bat 
tlefields of Gallipoli that we eouh^ 
easily discern the trendies and dug 
oiits with the naked eye. 

We weren't met, but we managed to 
get throu^'h the customs all right b.' 
looking haiiuhty and saying •'Mill 
taire. " We find that this is a magic 
word and we ride free on the street 
cars and ferries by looking important 

House hunting is a favorite otit-door 
sport here, they Informed us, but we 
wer<' won lerfully lucky. By accident 
we made the acquaintance of two 
English officers who have cliarue o! 
requisitioning houses and we culti 
vated them very strenuously you can 
believe. So we were put in line with 
remarkable apartujent. I wish yo\i 
could see our housekeeping parapher 
nalia. a charcoal st(iv(> which defies all 
the .laws of reas<jning and whiih wc 
keep going by blowing. My lung ex- 
pansion has increas:ed l">o per cent 
But yesterday we had our electrl' 
irons aii'l the grill installed '-a la 
Americaiue." They told us there 
wasn't a washboard to be found in the 
< ity, but (me day when I was shopping 
In Stamboul I spied one in a second- 
hand store. You may believe I carried 
it home tindei- my arm (tliey never 
wrap things up) and we are consider- 
ing framing it for our parlor as ijt is 
such a rare treasure. 

Already we've settled down to study 
Russian, not les than three hours i' 
day, and a French one. Russian is the 
most fiendish language ever Invented. 
There .are thirty-six letters in the al- 
phabet and they manage to produce 
the most unholy combination of con 
sonants, like "prshehaltye" (good-bye) 
iind 'Zdrafst wemitye" (good morn- 
ing). My tea(dier is the wife of a gen- 
eral, and the other girls have the 
daughter of a former ambassador, and 
th(dr new maid is an ex-countes- 
(most likely no 'count for menial 
labor) .You can't turn around without 
stei ping on some falen nobility. 

Social lif(> is quite giiy and American 
girls quite In demand, so we ba\ e more 
invitations than we can accept. Alto- 
gether it's almost as strenuous as be- 
ing Field Secretary! Only I have 
one report per month nsitead of two 
to write, but our business secretary 
keeps all expense acocuiits. Don't 
say "Poor brave girls," because so far 
we've had a glorious time. Write me 
often and I'll do my best in return.

Mission-Study Classes 

The student body showed its Inter- 
est in missionary work and in the 
needs of the world today when it took 
part in a discussion of this problem at 
chapel Wednesday. Miss Dorothy 
Richey led the discussion, after read- 
ing a few verses from St. .John, in 
which he told how Christ had come 
into the world for His own, and His 
own received Him not. Just as the 
question came to Christ's followers, at 
the foot of the cross, so the challenge 
comes to us today. Are we going to 
forsake Christ? He came into the 
world, and went that first mile which 
every human being does, a quiet, ordi- 
nary life. But Christ went the second 
mile, a mile of earnest work among 
His fellowmen, of sacritiee, and of 
service, that ended on the cross, where 
He gave all.

Several girls replied, accepting the 
challenge, and opening up a discussion 
of how we can best carry out Christ's 
instructions. 

We can go as missionaries ourselves. 
If we cannot go, we can give our lives 
to Christ to direct, so that our influ- 
ence will be felt by those about us. 
We can have a sympathetic under- 
standing of those who have not re- 
ceived the blessings of Christianity, by 
studying their needs and their lives, 
and by taking a real interest in our 
neighbors all over the world. We can 
tak(^ for our motto, as one church has 
done, "The Evangelization of the 
World in This Generation." That looks 
like an almost ovc^rwhelming task, but 
if we will ])nt onr hearts and souls into 
the work we can surely accomplish it. 

The best beginning we, as a student 
body, can make is to study the needs 
and problems of those countries where 
mission work is being carried on.

He has 
been a resident of Gainesville and a 
teacher of the I'niversity for about five 
years. He came here fnmi Columbus. 
Ohio, wher he was pastor of the Grand 
View Heii^hts Congregational 1st 
church. He is a graduate of Kentuc 
ky University and has studied at Har- 
vard and at the Union Theological 
Seminary in New York. The profes 
sor met Hensm while a studt'iit at 
Kentucky Universtiy. He is the auth 
or of three books, two published and 
one uiipuldished. The unpuldished 
■ book is the one he speaks of in his let- 
ter as being so radical he will sign it 
with a pseudonym. He resides on 
East Ciiurch Street. 

Professor Sims is alleged to have 
stated that he did not mean any harm 
by the letter and that he only wrote it 
to get into aii arirnmcnt with his 
friend, which he often did. He is al 
leged to believe that the faculty at th< 
rniversity has it in for him and that 
this is behind the whole story. Tlit 
professor le.ives the impiession that he 
is extremely radical in both his polit 
ical and religious beliefs and bears the 
imiiression that he sits on a re.iestal 
and others shoulu look up to him 
There Is no doubt but that he is a very 
learned man but his learninu h.is car 
ried him in entirely the wrong dirt'i 
tion.

The native ppoiile sent rep 
resentatives to meet tlie Kurd leaders

sprinkling of American relief work 
ers'who spoke t he language of the 
country. The residents of Kars told 
the Kurds what the Armenian army 
would do If they Invaded the town 
with apiiarently little impression, then 
American bluff got in its work. 

Representatives of the relief work- 
ers told the Kurd leaders that the ref- 
ugees of Ivars were being cared for by 
the American people and that the 
United States would probably punish 
the Kurds if tliey dared to interfere 
with the relief work. Thus American 
shirt sleeve" diplomacy, backed up 
only by a few rifles and pistols car- 
ried by the relief workers for person- 
al protection, saved several thousand 
Armenians from robbery and massacre. 

At present, Di\ MacCJeehon reports, 
there are 2000 children being cared 
for at a Near East Relief orphanage 
and in addition to this aid is being 
given to an Armenian orphanage which 
shelters 1000 homeless little ones. 
The Near ICasi Relief also maintainr 
a 200 bed hospital in the city and has 
is giving work to 300 persons. There 
an industrial home for women which 
are now 1.000,000 Armenians living 
in the Armenian reimblie and 100,000 
refugees from Turkish Armenia con- 
centrated in the large cities.

ing, sock knitting and money drives. 
Out of this mobilization for service 
sprang a girl consciousness which did 
not end with the war. The V. \V. C. 
.A. early sensed the demand, both from 
the filrls themselves and from tholr 
cominuiiit ies. that war-time organiza- 
tions should be conserved for peace- 
time I rogress. 
, Tlii^ gii-1-out iea(diings of a decade or 
more, intensified by the war, have cul- 
luiiiaieii in the Girl Reserves, a cen- 
tralized, country-wide organization 
which epitomizes the girl movement of 
today. 

The Girl Reserves, as such, came 
into «i»;stence tn the fall of 1918. Since 
that time the irganizatioii has quad- 
» i.'pled its membership, until it now 
numbers eighty thousand girls between 
the ages of 11' and IS. 

fjocal .As.sociat ions all ov(>r the coun- 
try aie recoiiiii/iiit; the right of the 
youngei- girl to a definite place in the 
Y. W. r. A. i)ro,gram. .More than that, 
they are realizin.g thcdr nee i of that 
same girl as a reserve for their asso- 
ciations of the futttrp. Already 248 
cities and 40 tOAvus have made ^'irls' 
work an integral part of their associ- 
ation activities. 

The rii::ht thin.g foi' every younger 
girl, anywhere, all the time, is the aim 
of the Girl Resferve movement-. The 
li.ght thing, interi)reted, becomes a 
club, a study class, a week-end confer- 
ence, a summer ciimp. "Kvery young- 
er girl" means the colored girl as well 
as the white, the foreign-born as well 
as the native-born, the business girl as 
well as the girl in school. "Any- 
where" means everywhere that Y. "W. 
C. A. resources, funds and leaders can 
reach.

Carter 
(Mass and Per( y 11. .lobnson, president 
of the Cbeiuieai .N'ational Bank of New 
York, are (onviixed tliat tbe demoral 
ized state of foreign exchange will r«- 
.sult in this Tnlracle. 

If tbe depression in iirices comes, 
they argue, it will not come by reason 
of the anti-proflteerlng campaaign 
waned l)y tbe Department of Justice. 
It will not come because of the legisla- 
tion enacted by Congress which Presi 
deiit Wilson recommended and which 
has been supported by various othei 
government officials. It will come as 
the immediate result of the upheaval 
which has taken place In the money 
market.

News From Other Schools 

The rniversity of Georgia has jiro- 
posed a new absence system, after a 
thorough investigation of the regula- 
tions ( onccriiiim absences at the va- 
rious leading coih'ges and universities 
of the ooontry. We quote one article 
from it: 

Article 1. — Absences. 

1 . Absences allowed . ' 

a. Tbat Seniors be allowed in each j 
term twice the number of unexcused j 
absences in each stibjcct as they have' 
reoitations per week in that subject 

b. Tluit Juniors be allowed in ea( li 
term twice the number of unexcused 
abftcncos in. each subject less two as 
they have i«eftations per week in that 
subject. 

c. That Sophomores be allowed in 
each term tbe nun>ber of unexcused 
afcaraoes In each subject that they 
have recitations per week in that sub- 
ject. 

d. That Freshmen be allowed in 
eftch term twe unexcused absences in 

each subject 

e. f hapei That seniors be allowed 
sixteen (Ki) absences from chapel per 
term. Juniors twelve (12), Sophomores 
eight (8), Freshmen four (4). That 
any i)erson exceedinir this number he 
be automatically dismissed. General 
assemblies shall count as one chapel 
absence. 

t Tluit the al)Ove mentioned unex- 
cused absences shall have no other 
effect than as mere matter of record, 
no grades being given student on that 
date. 

Interpretation. 

2. For the purpose of Interpretation 

of paramaph one, eacJi student shall 
be considered of the class one year 
higher than the number of years work 
i)assed In an »ocredited college or uni- 
versity. 

Excused Absences. 

3. a. That students absent on uni- 
versity work be excused, 

b. That students who shall attach 
a certificate from the physician of the 
university shall be excused. 

c That no other excuse for ab- 
sences be considered. 

4. That there be a permanent ab- 
sence committee appointed from the 
faculty for each y«ir; that all excuses 
for absence be in writing and depos- 
ited in an excuse bojc not later than 
one week after absence, and excused 
.thsences he posted once each week. —

Last Wedni'sday night Mr. Hutchens ! 
delivered in the auditorium a lecture j 
on the birds of America. Mr. Hutchens | 
has been studyiiru about birds for so'ne ; 
time and has been lecturing in the ' 
sdiools of America for the lasi four 
teen years. He told us many iiiieiest 
ing stories of l)ird life, describim; the 
habits and characteristics of some of 
the birds that live around us, giving 
their different calls and songs. He 
ktave us tile alphabet in the l)ird lan- 
guage, and squawked and talked to us 
in this language, translating for us 
iftorwards. 

There is a new music that has l)een 
given to the world and this is derived 
! solely from the songs of birds. Mr. 
Hutchens gave several illusi t at ions of 
this music and denionsliated the five 
ways In which it could be produced. 
Skill in this line can only be obtained 
by constant observation and study of 
bird life. 

Mr. Hutchens also sketched rapidly 

some of our best known birds, i^iving 
their life and telling how they aided 
us. To everyone in iiis audience he 
Imparted a love and closer relationship 
to the birds. Each has a new desire to 
becotne Ix'tter accpiainled with them 
and to prevent the extinction of our 
species of birds.

Democracy vs. Bolshevism 

A lecture was giveM t)y Dr. Hayden 
on Tursday, Feb. 12, to the students of 
the history department on "Democracy 
vs. Bolshevism.'' 

First, what do we mean by democ- 
racy? There is no term used more 
tlmn denmcraiy. slKuifying anything 
from a government without a head to 
something which Is organized social 
life. There must be control of some 
kind, otherwise we have the simi)lest 
form of society — the horde. The funda- 
mental principle of social life thru all 
the ages has been leadershij) of some 
kind. Variation has existed all the 
time. We are not created equal and a 
(iemocracy which does not take this 
into account is imijossible. 

Going thru the list of social achieve- 
ments or Inventions we find that all 
the inventions have been the product 
of a few minds. Democracy does not 
mean mass action of the people; it is 
more the question of the spirit that 
pervades social life, altlinm;h it is true 
that certain forms of government lend 
themselves to democracy. But we may 
have, as in England, a monnrchial form 
of government and still have a govern- 
ment in which the ends are democratic. 
Externally we may have a democracy 
and yet have incompetence so that the 
very aims of d(Mnocracy are defeated. 

Democracy does not come as a gift 
out of the skies, but as a result of 
evolution. Our democratic Institutions 
are traced back many centuries to Bng-

We have our talents too 
much centered upon the making of the 
dollar. This wave of commercialism 
which is extt'iidiiiic <i\' V i>nv country is- 
one of our gravest dangers. Unless we 
find some way to overcome this we will 
still reiiiJiin in the eyes of the worlfl 
what we were before the war — a dollar 
democracy. 

Til he a democracy a jteople must 
have not only the democratic spirit, 
but must he trained in the work. The 
failure of democratic institutions in 
.Mexico has been due lar;;ely to this lack 
of training. 

In Russia nolshevisin is a perfectly 
natural affair with the history nf Rus 
sia such as it is. I i<uii th'' time of 
Peter the Croat the whole task of the 
Ronnianoff dynasty has h.tn to keep 
the people itjnorant, mere serfs, so 
what else could we expect but chaos? 
Bolshevism assumes that the ordinary 
IxMson without training or education 
can assume the functions of govern 
ment and carry them out equally well 
with the educated and trained men. 

Industry cannot hv organized with 
out leaders. The time has passed when 
business can be done under the old 
forms of private enterprise. Rocke 
feller and .Morgan are geniuses in their 
own line. When business on a large 
scale became necessary the corporation 
became inevitable. 

Bolshevism is based upon a funda- 
mental fallacy concerning human tal- 
ents. It takes no account of the indi- 
vidual characteristics, but reduces 
everything to a dead level. One man 
is as ^'ood as another.

If there is any one who is so selflsh 
and self-centered as to seek his own 
interests at the expense of society, he 
is out of place in such a government 
as ours. We desire to retain our form 
of government because it seeks the 
best interests of all society. Our par- 
ticular form of eovernment liest sup- 
ports the interests of each and all, and 
it would beillogical not to support it. 

Our government is built upon an es 
sentially different idea from any other. 
It assumes that all men are equal in 
the eye sof the law and have certain 
Inalienable rights, such as preserving 
life and holding,' property. Our laws 
are all made for the purpose of pro- 
tecting these inalienable rights. 

We are bound to support our form of 
government both by birth and by vol- 
untary oath. So when one is disloyal 
he Is unworthy to share Its benefits, is 
not entitled to its protection in the 
possession of our inalienable rights, 
is a menace to society and is worthy 
of mtmfAem tf not death. 

There is another princ iple which \vf 
recognize to be sound. That is, that 
when a government destroys the ends 
for which it has been organized, the 
people have a right to destroy that 
government and institute another 
which will realize the happiness and 
safety of the people. 

It is almost impossible for our gov- 
ernment to fail to realize its purpose. 
The three branches act as a check to 
each uiher. Ami because of their 
power at the polls the people may 
change any undesirable phases of gov- 
ernment. The change of any part may 
be easily effected by a constitutional 
aDiciulni' I • 

But to change the form means that 
the government must be exercised hy 
other than the three branches. Tf the 
power were exercised hy one branch, 
then a despotism worsi than that of 
Russia would exist on the. ruins of thf 
noblest government ever-created. Yon 
cannot vest the government in oiu' 
head or body without danger of this 
despotism. Bolshevism in Russia is 
an example of this. We are satisfled 
with our form of government and are 
implacable foes of Bolshevism. If we 
are not, we should bf> fb-imrted from 
this country. To advocate Holshevisra 
in this country is to be guilty of trait- 
orous conduct and as such deserves 
severe punishment. 

There has recently been introduced 
into Congress an extreme sedition bill 
against Bolshevism. In this bill all 
organisations advocating the use of 
force against our government are de- 
clared unlawful, and penalties for such 
are deportation, a large fine, and even 
death In extreme cases. 

What are the conditions which make 
such legislation necessary? In Russia 
five per cent of the people have seized 
the government by force and control 
the other ninety-five per cent. Bol- 
shevism eliminates Christianity and 
substitutes atheism, because Chris- 
tianity opposes the ideas of Bol- 
shevism. 

The followers of Lenine and Trotsky 
are spreading the Bolshevik idea liere.

Miss WJiite, the president of the 
"Woman's Business and Professional 
Club" of Florida, and a member of the 
National Board of Business and Pro- 
fessional Women's Clubs of this coun- 
try, gave a most interesting and in- 
structive talk In chapel Wednesday. ! 

Miss wfiite is a farmer and has the 
distinction of being the first woman to i 
ship a carload of potatoes out of Hast- 
ings, Fla. She said that it was noth- 
ing new for women to be farmers — ■ 
that this profession has been followed 
by women as far back as the first cen- 
tury. 

At a meeting of this "Professional 
and Husiness Woman's Club" in St. 
Louis last year there were over two 
hundred delegates, representing over 
50,000 women who are now in the 
business and professional world in this 
country. There were women lawyers, 
women doctors, women architects and 
many other business women. 

When women ;ire employed In fac- 
tories, the most up to date and safest 
nuushinery is used to protect them In 
every possible way. The men receive 
the benefits of these imiirovements, 
too. 

It Is up to the woman, though, 
whether she makes a success of the 
work or not. How well she succeeds 
depends wholly upon her. The main 
object of this club, of which Miss 
White is president, is to instill in 
women the desire to be efficient, and 
to help women In every way possible 
ii. the profca.Mor.al an.l bi;olnL:sf. worl.I. 

Miss White told the interesting story 
of Judge .lean Norris, of New Ydrk. 
When .Indue Norris was twenty-two 
her husband died, and she went to 
work in a recording office. She be- 
came very much interested in her 
work and began to study it. Shortly 
afterwards she took a law eourse at 
Columhia University. Leaving a three 
thousand a year job, she began to prac- 
tice. The men in the big corporations, 
remembering hei' efficiency while 
working in the recording office, went 
to her for advice. She soon became a 
jiros porous lawyer and now Is city 
magistrate of the Women's Court of 
New York City, and has done a great 
deal of good while holding this office. 

Miss White also spoke of a woman 
who is jiresident of a bank In Texas, 
and of one at the head of a big employ- 
ment agency. She also gave many 
Illustrations of what women can do, 
and ar(^ doing all the time. All they 
need is interest In the work and a 
determination to make good. 

"Why not take over father's busi- 
ness when he is ready to retire? I 
am sure that father would be Just as 
proud to have daughter succeed him as 
son." This suggestion made by Miss 
White is one worthy of our considera- 
tion.

or, as they call it, the "Dictatorship of 
the Proletariat." The ideas of prop- 
erty, the marital relation, the relation 
between parents and child, even friend- 
ship, are impoBsible in BolBhevlsm. 

You may say that condition can 
never exist in America, Why not? 
We are not more intelligent naturally 
than they art'. Many statesmen, mem- 
bers of the United States Congress, 
and great financiers are apprehensive 
and are carefully watching the situa- 
tion. 

North Dakota is completely, entirely 
under the control of an "ism" akin to 
Bolshevism — Towuleyisni. He is an 
ex-convlct, a bankrupt, and lives in 
Minnesota, yet ho (ontiols North Da- 
kota. No law is i)assed of which he 
does not approve, no decision is ren- 
dered without his consent; the gov- 
ernor is a mere puppet in his hands, 
and the legislative, exenitlve and 
judicial powers move at his command, 
and his command only. 

We must not temporize with the sit- 
uation. The time has arrived for us 
to begin a campaign of a 100 per cent 
Americanism. The Tammany organ- 
ization of New York City has been 
made to protect and preserve the con- 
stitutional liberties of the people 
against the aggression of the com- 
munists. Socialists, Bolshevtsts, etc. 

Some claim Bolshevism is a religion, 
some an industry, but it destroys both 
religion and industries* 

Whatever it is. we know it is un- 
American and aims to destroy our 
government. It is in league with 
profiteers, it encourages strikes, it 
aims to create a spirit ol unrest and 
lack of faith in the government.

tion permitting freedom of speech and j 
of the press. They veil their propa- 
f^'anila so effectively that we must 
look carefully if we perceive it. In all 
of our social life we come into contact 
with it. It is impossible to just put 
yonr finger on ft and say this is Bol- 
sh' vism. hut wi- do loiow it does not 
proniot<' the best interests of society. 

Kvery ( bild who is taught at the fire- 
side to disregaid the rights of others 
is an embryo Bolshevist. They an- 
nounce the right to take what they 
want. 

There are some principles which 
make for our happiness and welfare. 
We know they arc not perfect. But 
should we abolish and destroy our In- 
stitutions Just because they are not 
perfect V 

It is the half-educated, ambitious 
dtljsen and not the educated or Ignor- 
;int one from whom the most is to be 
feared and from whom our <langer 
comes. Unless we do something we 
are aiit to find ourselves in a serious 
condition. If we are loyal American 
citizens wc will watch and regard with 
suspicion any book, sermon, speech or 
paper which ittacks either our Declar- 
ation of Independence or our Consti- 
tution. 

We do not know at what moment we 

will tneet a Bolshevist. The conditions 
which confront us are fraught with as 
much danger as the dark days during 
the Revolutionary war. There the pa- 
triots fought openly. We must fight 
in the dark. 

The best way to become a 100 per 
cent American is to read our Consti- 
tution and our Declaration of Inde- 
per Jence as we would our Bibles. We 
will always find something new. some- 
thing illuminating, which we did aot 
know was there.

"Since India Went Over the Tep." 

From Japan to India we traveled in 
a week in the mission study lectures. 

Last Sunday niuiit Miss Richardson ^ 
conducted tiie class through India l)e- j 
fore the world war, then after the war. 
Before 1914 India was a most pitiable 
country. It was a country of castt^; a ' 
(oiintry where education was looked 
upon as a curse and as a sign of loose 
morals. Girls of 9 and 10 years of 
age were forced into marriage, and all 
women were compelled to perish with 
their husbands on the funeral pyre. A 
countrx where the worsliip of idols, 
Iilants and animals was the only re- 
ligion.

of same. 

3. That in signing these resolu- 
tions it is understood that the same 

shall not become effective unless 
signed by at least five hundred Stu- 
dents of the University. 

4. That a copy of these resolutions 
be furnislted the editors of the Red 
an<l Black and other publications, with 
the belief and hope tliat the uiovement 

here besun will not be confined to the 
University of Georgia, but will extend 
to other colleges and communities. — . j

Y. W. C. A. Notes 



Africa — The Black Question Mark. 

From India to .Africa was the next 
step in the Mission Study ief liirf last 
Sunday night. Dr. Conradi, th.- si)eak- 
er, first gave the geography of the 
dark continent, and made us realize 
the vast extent of th*' land where there 
is such crying need for Christian mis- 
sion workers. He traced the spread 
of Mohammedanism across Europe, 
from Constantinople to soutliern 
Prance; the spread of Mohammedan 
ism across northern Africa and the 
threatened course oi it down through 
the central part ot the continent. By 
a determined and concerted action of 
the Christians in Europe, the Moham- 
med;uis were driven out of all the 
countries except Turkey (and now it 
seems that even this stronghold is 
about to fall). It Is up to the Chris- 
tians of the world, by concei tod action, 
to stem the tide of Mohammedanism 
that threatens to engulf Africa. The 
Christian countries of Great Britain, 
France. Italy. l'.el.irium and f3<'rmany 
hold tile greater part of African terri- 
tory. But only the worst elements of 
these countries were first known to 
the natives, so our task is not only to 
bring Christianity to the "pore be- 
nighted 'eathen," but to counteract the 
influence of the Mohammedans and the 
i^amhlers, runisellers and general evil- 
doers from European nations. Dr. 
Conradi stated that if the Christian 
churches would only cooperate and 
spread a line of mission stations from 
the west coast, through Belgian Congo 
to the British possessions along the 
Nile, the Mohammedan tide may 
easily be turned.

The 
story of Esth' r is probably familiar to 
e^ery one. but under Miss Schwa !- 
ni' yer s telling it became more real 
and more dramatic to us than ever be- 
fore. The beautiful Jewess, who had 
enough courage and enough love for 
111 I- people to brave the "laws of the 
Medi s and Persians" iu order to save 
them, seemed a living personality. And 
then when the point in the story was 
reached where i':sther hears of the de- 
cree wiiereby her own people are 
doomed to persih, and she mourns, sur- 
rounded by her maidens, while Mor- 
de<ai sits outside the gate, the cur- 
tains were drawn aside, showing the 
entire scene. There was Esther in the 
flesh, and Mordecai, and the mniilens. 
The second tableaux represented the 
banquet which Esther gave for the 
king and Haman, and at which she 
plead for the lives of her people, at the 
same tiiiie revealed Hanian's guilt. 

Both the reading and the tableaux 
wef% exeWlciil. iflW^We Iiojw that MIsS 
Scl;w;ilmeyer"s sii^^uestion can he car- 
ried out, namely, that next year we 
present in a similar manner the stories 
of other famous women from the Bible 
who have infhienced as greatly the 
trend of history os did Esther, who is 
counted as one of the five great women 
of the world, and who represents 
courage in the list of five charac teris- 
tics that produce the perfect woman.

Changing Chinese. 
Back to the Orient a,i;ain. the mis- 
sion study class heard from Dr. Hay- 
den ahout the civilization and the po- 
tentialities of China. China is an 
enormous country, embracing about 
400,000,000 people. It boasts a civili- 
zation older than that of Greece and 
Rome liy many centuries. It was the 
first country to use the mariner's com- 
pass, *the printing press and gunpow- 
der. These things were in use in 
China hundreds of years before the 
people of the western world ever in- 
vented them. The Chinese civilization 
is a marvelous structure, carefully 
built up through the a^es. and so firm 
that our new civilizations, of which we 
boast so highly, cannot shake It. We 
often think of China as a deca>'Tng 
nation, but our conclusions are often 
drawn after rather superfliclal obser- 
vations. China has potentialities of 
which we may expect much. After be- 
ing walled up. so to speak, for so many 
years, we cannot expect her to change 
rapidly. Nevertheless, she is chang- 
ing. Her dealings with the white race 
have often been unfortunate, due to 
the white man. If we expect to work 
a change in China's civilization we 
cannot merely lay on a veneer of our

Miss Hildreth maintained that the new 
basis should be used; that is, that any 
girl may become an active member of 
the Y. W. C. A., provided she is In 
sympathy with the movement and that , 
she signs a pledge stating that it is .

This basis, says Miss 
Hildreth, will broaden the member- 
ship by admitting active members who 
will be a real help to the Association 
although they may not be church mem- 
bers. Miss Edwards objected to the 
new basis, on the ground that it is * 
ambiguous; that it places the respon- 
sibility on the Y. W. C. A. committee 
instead of on the church ,and that it 
tends to encourage non-church mem- 
bership. She also argued that its 
adoption would weaken the unity of 
the Association, since all organiza- 
tions are not required to adopt it as 
their basis, but may employ which' 
ever basis they may choose.

1 ries, and finally put a piemiiun on edu- 
I cation in Georgia, there Is no telling 
where (Joorgia and her people could 
gel on tl.e map of civilization. 

The majority of the class, s which 
have been taught under the illiteracy 
commission were taught at night. They 
\\< v>' lri (|nenl"(l by people oi' all agt-s, 
j but the majority of them wi-re youns; 
I men and young women with enough 
nalivt' grit to niai\e fbr struutile wliic'' 
. will accrue to the future success of 
I every one of them. 

That spirit, "willinciifss fn make the 
j struggle," is one that Georgia needs to 
i put in the minds of her young people 
of all elements, for thf nuni'ifi- of boys 
who Jiever get into coll :;e in i -nise the 
r'prep" studies are "too hard." and the 
'numl)er Vf girls who never finish tiu ir 
! s( hooling because It was 'jnot easy," is 
aiipalling. 

I Tn at em tough." said a brilliant 
' young I'.rilish author who was here the 
I other day. when thf sui»ject of making 
I careers was discussed. "Pampering a 
1 boy. guarding his sensibilities and fear- 

inu to I'll him tlio truth about his 
I accomplislinu-nls, ruins the good uia- 
i terial out of which he must be devel- 

o] ( lit' ari'ut'd. 

' There needs to be this truth-dealing 
method pursued not only among the 
cleuient who would not learn to read 
auil to wiite. liiit among the el' nu-ef 
who are surrounded with educitional 
oiiportunities and the time and means 
to acquire it, but who are taking little 
I advantage of it. 

Rather than the motto, "to go the 
rasi St way," which so many people 
live by. some inHuence should he exer- 
cisi (I to make {{i^m see the other ntot- 
to: "Train for the battle of life." 

The man who can only "make his 
I mark, " yet succeeds, is a hero, and 
' self-made men are always respecled 
foi' tlieii ac'ouiplishnient. T^ut such 
men are rare uniuue in tod;iv's story 
: of progress and civilization. They are 
usually possessed of great native grit 
^ and strength of character, and men not 
I blessed with early opportunity. 

As a rule, neither character nor na- 
tive grit ar<' the «iualities of the young 
folks wiio shun educ-ational opportuni- 
ties, and who choose the easiest way. 
They in time mean nothing to them- 
selves and nothing to their state or na- 
tion. 

While the illiteracy commission 
pushes its good work amrng those who 
have had no opportunity, what great 
influence can be brought to bear to 
stir into better work the young men 
and women of the state who have 
every opportunity but are being let 
fall into the lethargic spirit of pursu- 
ing the "easiest way?" 

One feels Impelled to appeal to the 
parenthood of the state, ami to quote 
as a method of stimulation, the advice 
of the British author: "Treat 'em 
rough!" — Sdiool and Home.

For the girls who were so fortunate 
as to luar if. .Miss Cady's talk at the 
regular Sunday night meeting last 
week was an inspiration and a real 
help. Miss Cady choso for her subject 
"The College Girl s Personal Religion," 
and after reading a few verses from a 
volume of newly-discovered sayings of 
Christ and from the New Testament, 
she discussed the college girl's per- 
sonal religion from the point of what 
it is and what it ought to be.

The Riddle of Nearer Asia. 

The mission study class for March | 
14 was In charge of Miss Longmire, 
the subject being "The Riddle of 
Nearer Asia." With the aid of a 
blackboard map. Miss Longmire 
sketched briefly the geography of 
nearer Asia and the near East: the 
southern Balkan states, Turkey, Asia 
Minor, Palestine, Mesopotamia, Arabia 
and Egypt. She explained how, long 
before the Christian era, the civiliza- 
tions of Egypt, of Babylon, and of 
Greece and Rome had swept over this 
region .each leaving its influence and 
remnants of its peoples; how, after fhe 
coming of Christ and the spread of 
His gospel through Asia Minor and the 
neighboring provinces, the Mohamme- 
dan religion had started and spread 
even more rapidly; how the Turks had 
gained ( ontrol of the entire region. 
Before the war, German, English and 
American missionaries had been at 
work in the near East, and'in spite of 
difficulties had established and main- 
tained schools and colleges in a num- 
bier of larger cities. After the war, the 
whole territory was in a pitiful condi- 
tion, esi)ecially Armenia, and if the 
United States had only consented to 
accept the mandatory of Turkey and 
Armenia, the riddle of nearer Asia 
might have been nearer solution.

A man who knows how to 
keep his own counsel so beautifully 
has a strong recommendation for both 
parties. Whether Mr. Hoover is a 
Democrat or a Republican at heart, he 
is a splendidly vital figure; and neither 
party would be far wrong in advancing 
him for their candidate. 

Mr. Hoover lis a self-made man, a 
red-blooded product of the people—- 
none of your faded aristocrats fit po- 
litical intriguers. Born as a farm boy, 
he worked his way through coU^hI® 
and became a mining engineer. He 
went into the mines themselves for 
his r-ost-graduate otmrse, In the grime 
and heat. Afterwards his work led 
him to Australia, Russia, China, Eng- 
land, South America and Ikfexlco. He 
had the dynamic gift of power and per- 
sonality, and the things he touched 
succeeded. Before thirty he had made 
his ten millions. When the war broke 
out he took up the problem of trans- 
portation for Americans caught in 
Europe. Then he extendi Ills work 
to the Belgian food relief and later to 
the other starving countries of the 
continent His success in carrying 
through the American war program of 
food conservation is well known by 
every intelligent citizen of our land. 

Mr Hoover's own work as a miner 
superb business ability and unfailing 
integrity. Yet bis actions show a suf- 
ficient source of inward idealism. He 
used money of his own and nevei>end- 
ii)^ service and time for the Belgian 
and Slavonic nations. A cold business 
man with no vision at his heart would 
scarcely have done such a fine, human- 
itarian deed. 

Mr. Hoover's own wor kas a miner 
has made him understand the view- 
point of Labor. He knows how to 
handle men. Further than thlH, his 
intimate knowledge of other countries 
and races has glT4>m him a grip on !&• 
temational affairs. Herbert Hoover is 
a logical candidate for whatever party 
is so fortunate as to win him. — K. W.,

Our constitution itself provides for 
any misuse of power by the use of the 
ballot. Our growing government 
proves that our ancestors bullded well. 
Freedom in all lines has been a spur 
which has put us among the foremost 
nations of the world in all respects. 
In no other lands have the safeguards 
of personal freedem he<« msl^. We 
have been happy and contMHi Great 
abuses have crept in, but have been 
correc ted by the peaceful voice of the 
ballot. The mass of our people are 
not discontented. The communists ad* 
mit that their first step is to make the 
people discontented, then steps will 
be taken to €»verthrow the government 
and destroy it. It is only the Ignorant 
and discontented ut first who take up 
these doctrines. But it is up to us as 
loyal citizens to find the antidote and 
administer it. 

We must learn to thtnit in terms of 
Americanism and forget sectional a^d 
class differences. Any person who 
keeps another person from fully devel- 
oping his latent powers is creating a 
situation precarious to his own happi- 
ness. Plutocracy is as dangerous as 
monarchy. The most difficult ques- 
tion is how we shall educate the whole 
people so as to counteract th 
ous elements within them. 

The teaching of Americanism nitti^ 
not merely teach political and govern- 
mental data.

churches, as well as the Y. W. A. 
and Y. .M. C. A. All tle se vocations 
demimd trained nu n and women, but 
training is by no means the only re- j 
quirement. A social worker mtist | 
have natiir;il ability, a lovi of her 
work and lirm faith in it. She must 
also have health — not only physfcal 
health, but also mental and emotional 
heaitii as well; and she must have 
poise, which will enable her to meet 
any trying situation. For this type 
of work, although intensely interesting, 
also lias is ditTicultics. .\n(l there is 
no worth-while work which does not 
have Its drudgery and monotony. 

But this work above all otheis has 
its compensation for the drudgery and 
monotony. The mere fact that one 
deals almost wholly witli pcrsf)iialiti( a 
holds unlimiteil iileasure to one who 
loves human nature. Then to feci !h;it 
one is aiding to further the develo])- 
ment of a coniinnnity and the pleasure 
of work well done more than balances 
any unpleasant rics. 

She ended by ttdliug what the choice 
Of a vocation meant work doiu; inside 
as well as outside of the home.

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TUNITIES FOR 
WOMEN IN BOSINESS 



On Tuesday, Id chapel, the third of 
the lectures on business for women 
was given by Miss Richey, tMoher in 
the business department of the aehooL 

Miss Richey took up two lines of 
work — secretary work and accountant 
work. She said if she were triplets, 
one would teadi, Um second would be 
a secretary, a&A ^ third an account- 
ant 

Taking up the secretary's work first, 
she stated that this position was filled 
largely by women. A position of this 
kind requires trained women. Eighty 
per cent of their training should be in 
English, the other twenty per cent in 
shorthand and typing. 

Also be an authority on spelling, 
punctuation and the use of words, as 
every one in an office always oomes to 
the secretary for information. 

There is a splendid opportunity for 
advaiKenunt in this line for women. 
You may start out as a stenographer, 
then work up to the position of secre- 
tary, public stenographer, reporter, 
court reporter, as well as many other 
Wgli ofl3«<Hi. Advancement may be 
led by never making a mistake, 
acting dictator's mistakes, and by 
being pleasant smd courteous. 

The work of a secretary has already 
been spoken of, so we will consider 
that of a public steno'^rapher. She 
has the most variety of any. being free 
to work for any number of flrns. A 
public .stenographer must be well 
versed on many lines of business on 
account of the different types of work 
which she meets with. 

Next We consider the reporter. The 
most important of these is the court 
reporter. There is quite a difference 
in taking down a carefully dictated 
letter and taking testimony of an ex- 
cited witness. The reporter is sup- 
posed to know all the diftnresnt lan- 
giniges and dialects, and if tile eourt 
d6es not understand the witness the 
reporter is called upon to translate. 
Taking down the speeches in the court 
also requires a knowledge of difficult 
technical terms. 

Miss Richey ended the subject of 
secretaries by giving some of the 
great men and women of today wlio 
began as stenographers and worthed 
up to success. 

She next took up the subject of ac- 
countants, there being only a mere 
handful ow women accountants in the 
United States. To be a good account- 
ant one must be absolutely accurate 
and able to find his own mlatafceef 
well as those of others. . 

Under the buslneM of accountfag Is 
auditing. The auditor must point out 
the mistakes of bookkeepers. An ac- 
countant is very necessary in all lines 
of business; even a fanner needs an 
accountant. This is teteteating and 
profitable work for wmm, it tbey 
would take it up. 

Accounting and auditing are com- 
paratively new lines of work, having 
only been introduced in this country 
tn 1895. And it was only in 1917 that 
an assofiation for accountants was

However, the same magazine for 
January 28 has another article: 

"A Montana reader informs us that 
about two miles below the city of 
Great Falls, Mont., is a spring that is 
twice the size of the Wakulla Spring 
in Florida, reeeaitly described In this 
column. The Montana spring, called 
thf Giant Spring, is on the edge of the 
Missouri river, and its flow, as given 
in a report of the United States geo- 
graphical survey, amounts to over 268 
gallons a minute."

All the stateMHMMVDion with the 

exception of four are rnpreaelited this 
year in the student body of the Uni- 
versity, according to a study made of 
the student directory wnlch came off 
the press last Friday. 

Of the more than 7,400 students reg- 
istered in the University, 6,265 live in 
Illinois, 367 In Champaign and 381 In 
Urbana; 3S2 sfndents come from In- 
diana, 259 from Missouri and 111 from 
Iowa. From so far south as sunny 
Florida have come eleven stnflenta, 
from New Mexico seven, from Maine 
four and from the State of Washing- 
ton four; 29 students are here from 
Texas, 10 from Canada.

How often we hear that little phrase, 
"If I were— t" Sometimes It Intro- 
i duces a really worth-while statement, 
but more frequently it prefaces a vain 
' wish. There is nothing undesirable In 
I the phrase Itself, but rather In our use 
j of it. So frequently we say, "If I were 
j really literary. I would do that," "If I 
I were the least bit athletic. I would 
{try to make the team," or "I wish I 
were efficient! If I were, I would 
.undertake that work," or again, "If I 
weren't so procrastlnatlve. I would get 
I my notebook up-to-date." Yes, per- 
! hai;8 each of us have just those little 
I characteristics, and it is well that we 
1 recognize them In ourselves. "Know 
i thyself." No one denies that the per- 
ison with the most strength o!" charac- 
ter, the person who is most sure of 
success and happiness. Is the on^ wno 
knows himself. Btit what uood is 
there in knowing our little weaknesses 
and faults, as well as our strong 
l)olnts, if we do not use this knowledge 
to impiove and strengthen our charac- 
ters? 

When we preface a remark with "If 
I were — ." we acknowled.ge that we 
are aware of something lacking in our 
make-up. Sometimes this is a desir- 
able lack, but mofe often we admit 
that we would have a nolilcr character 
if we possessed this pariicular qual- 
ity. But, do we set about to imi)rovo 
ourselves, to develop more broadly 
and do away with this lack? Instead 
of '*If I Were—" being an instigator of 
renewed and more purposeful activi- 
ties leading to a nobler character, do 
we not frefpifntly use it as an excuse 
for these deficiencies'; We hide bf 
hind it, and feel that we are really 
virtuous berause we have admitted 
that we are not perfect. How much 
better, when we say "If I were—" not 
to hide behind It, but to make of it an 
open admission that we know that In 
that quality we are deficient, and then 
determine to replace that deficiency 
with efficiency! 

Another aspect of the use of this 
little phrase received iirominence in 
our recent endowment campaign. A 
great many times we heard girls say, 
"If I were rich," or 'If I were not de- 
pendent on Dad for money, I would 
pledge something; but I haven't 
enough money of my own to subscribe 
much, and I'm ashamed to pledge a 
small sum." This instance, obviously, 
is not so much a lack of character as 
a lack of funds. But just because we 
can t compete with the rich girls, 
should we drop out of the game alto- 
gether? This doesn't apply to money 
matters only, but to every phase Of 
life. Because we aren't highly gifted 
in certain ways, because we can't be 
at the top of the list, should we pas- 
sively give up our birthright— our 
place among those who do the best 
they can? Let's stop dreaming about 
what wo would do "If we were — ," but 
find oxinesHlon in some worthy action 
of what we are. Let's not be "if I 
were—" girls. Instead, let us be 
Since I am—" girls! Then the world 
will tliink better of us. and we will 
hold our heads high with a new self- 
respect and not he ashamed of our 
part in this scheme of things called 
Life.— E. B. S., In The Concept.

The twenty-seventh annual conven 
tion of the American Physical Educa- 
tion Association met in New York 
City from April 7th to 10th, Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel headquarters. The pro- 
gram was a vari^ and intense one.

It is a pro 
gram that is concerned with, the ac 
quisition and the conse^rmtlon of t 
quality of health that is not satisfied 
with merely being well, or with the 
a degree of strength that merely en 
ables one to keep out of bed and eai 
three meals a day. It is rather con 
cerned with a quality of health tha 
means vigor, energy, eodurtuu^— » 
health that produces normal^ grdwtii. 
normal growth, normal develoiHBeiy 
and uormal co-ordination. The staiw 
ard of physical education Is a heidtb 
pads up of the perfect function of each 
and every organ of the human body 
if the individual may aeet his phy- 
siolglcal obligation to himself, to hif 
family and to his country. Physics' 
education should involve a pr^pram 
of informational and applied hygiene 
the effective operation of which wouU' 
m^lldjr tJM patriotic obligation of everj 
citizen — ^maa or woman — to be vigor 
ously, enduring and usefully health; 
for service in peace or in war. Thr 
association was enthusiastically con 
cerned in the fact that the physical 
education today faces an opportunity 
that is unique in history. Never was 
there a time when so many i^^eies 
and individuals were aware to the Im- 
portance of health.

In History 6, on April 8, Miss Long- 
mire gave an address on Asia Minor 
in the Peace of the World. She first 
made a review of the leading facts it 
the history of the country, showing 
how it had been occupied in succes 
slon by ancient peoples— Seljnk Turks 
and Mongol tribes. How the Turks had 
built up a civilization, mostly imitation; 
how Mohammedanism had spread; how 
tX^ civilization was checked by the 
€ibsaders. and. again, how the Turks 
had overcome the CrusadCKV and had 
driven them «mt. 

She showed the cruelties as well a; 
the assressions of the Turks, and gavf 
abundant instances of modern times, 
to prove their barbartms way of treat 
ing any and all nations within their 
power. She showed such situations sk 
incited Gladstone to say. "The Turk 
must be put out of Europe." 

in the recent war Turkey was thr 
first nation to give up in defeat, but 
this fact does not mean that she should 
fail to get her deserts any more than 
any other enemy nation. Not solely 
because of her conduct in the war. 
but because she has always been n 
menace to a refined, liberal civillza 
tion. 

Miss Longmire emphasized the coii 
dition of the Turiclsh Empire today 
showing its complexities in the way o' 
peoples, religion and trades; and 
these fimy complexities make an ad 
justmint all the more difficult. Sev 
eral plans, quoted from leading states- 
men of the day, were proposed for the 
settlement of the Turkish question. A 
mandate for all of Turkey and a set- 
tlement of the TgopayU^im to be worked 
out by degrees. Another was to in- 
ternationalize Constantinople, leave 
England in control of Mesopotamia, 
and place the Turks proper in Ana- 
tolia. This last proposition included 
the 8fl|>arate mandates for Armenia, 
Syria and Palestine. The Turks would 
thus he eliminated from Europe, but 
woul4 be allowed their old original 
territory: and the secuiity would be 
that she would be so pla^d that she

"South America, the Land of Oppor 
tuBlty," last of missionary lectures. 
Before a class of more tiuia fifty stu 

dents, Dr. Dodd delivered the last of 
the mission study lectures tiiis year 
His subject was "South America, the 
iMd of Opportunity," a large subjec 
both in regard to the continent Itself 
and to the opportunities there. South 
America, we learn, is many time; 
larger than the United States; indeed 
Brazil alone embraces 200,000 squari 
miles more territory than is indued ( 
in our nation, and yet the populatior 
is only about one-fifth as great. Tht 
whole continent has a population of 
M,0W,(X)O people, who are chiefly 
mixture of the native indian am' 
Spanish or Portuguese blood, althougl 
there are many negroes in Brazil 
Long before the dlscovei*y of Amerlc: 
the Peruvians had developed a remark 
jlblf civilization, whioli the Europear 
conquerors later extinguished. The re 
suits of these conquests were the mi: 
ture of races and the reduction of th' 
natives to slavery, and since that timt 
there has been but little immi^ratior 
in South America. Hence the flrs* 
great opportunity there is for land 
The se<ond is for trade. We havf 
heard a great deal about the necessit; 
of developing trade relations between 
North and South America, but we d 
not always realize how great are thr 
resources, down there in the land bo 
low the equator, which have ns ye 
bar My been touched. The majority 
of fradins is carried on by Argentina 
Brazil. Uruguay and Chile, and V 
these countries thore has been consid 
erable economic progress made. Rail 
roads have been built as the need 
arose, until now there are about nine 
times tm mftny miles of railway traekf 
in these countries than in all the r^' 
of the contiUOTt The third opfort un- 
ity is in the efiurational fi^'ld. Thf 
South Americans are known to be ; 
backward people because of the mixe 
races and the climatic conditions, bu' 
the real reason Is ethical. The genera' 
immorality there is appalling, but i' 
can be. remedied by strengthening th' 
nattouRl character, which in turn ma^ 
be Mreomplisherl by education and re 
ligion. The South American, we find 
is a good linguist, quick, alert, respon- 
f«lve. He is dependent and gives t' 
showl attainment, but is willing t' 
learn. The illiteracy among Soutl^ 
Americans Is about as great as thr 
immorality, since only the uppe- 
classes receive thorough education, and 
no adequate provision is made or pri 
mary and secondary education. Thr 
last great opportunity in South Amev 
ica is the religious field. Down ther' 
Roman Catholicism prevails, but ir 
such a distorted form that it is scarce 
ly recognizable. There are several rea 
sons for this: The priesthood beinr 
recruited from the lower elements o' 
society, the worship of Mary often be 
ing placed above that of Chri.st. re 
ligion being entangled with politics 
there being no separation of church 
and State, no religious liberty. Fron 
all these causes atheism and skepticisr 



have grown rapidly, making the fielt 
one exceeding ready for earnest Chris 
tian workers. 

This concludes the mission stud: 
lectures. The girls and others whr 
have attended them have derived ur 
told benefit and inspiration, and wist 
the members of the faculty who con 
ducted the lectures to feel that thel; 
work was thoroughly appreciated ant 
enjoyed. Through this course we hav 
been able to obtain a broad and com 
prehensive view of the needs and or 
portunities, the problems and possi 
bilities of the world today. We hav 
succeeded in fulfilling one of the r- 
quirements of a world citizen— that c 
understanding our world neighbors

Strange secrets of aBtiqulty, tuckec 
away is a cavern hlKh up on the fac< 
of an unscalable precipice, and onl} 
surmised even with the aid of power 
ful glasses, have Just been dlscoveret' 
and recorded for study by an extraor 
dlnary use of modern photographl' 
methods. The find, which has delight 
ed archaeologists, consists of an en 
tire community of prehistoric dwell- 
ings, preserved from Injury by theli 
very Inaccessibility.

Fbattsf Safe Sends Signals 
if Lo^ at Sea 

SendlnK up a signal rocket every 
hour, flashing a lig^t once in four mln 
utes, and sounding a loud horn every 
nine minutes, is the remarkable au 
tomatlc perforsNMee of a new floatlnt 
ship's safe for registered mall, just 
adopted by the Netherlands postal ser 
vice and described with Illustration 
In the April Popular Mechanics Maga 
zlne. AU these things proceed to hap- 
pen as soon as the safe, by any mi; 
fortune, is lost at sea. The rocket 
go up periodically only for the first 1 
hours, but the horn, sounding for ; 
minute at a time, continues to oper 
ate for three months. 

The safe consists of a steel cylinder 
with hemispherical ends, buoyancy 
and security being obtained by nesting 
other cylinders within the outer cas 
Ing. Normally it / Is carried In a 
cradle on the ship's deck, always vis 
Ible from the bridge. The cradle au- 
tomatically releases the safe If th 
ship sinks, and the signaling apparatur 
begins to work a half hour later, or 
after any Interval for which It haf 
been set.

GREAT CONVENTION AT .CLEVELAND 




NOTED SPEAKERS 

jrCONVENTH 

The Sixth National CHwtention of 
the Y. W. C. A. assembled, a gatliifi, 
ing of representative women draw 
together from the wnole span of the 
United States. The mere physical 
presence of all these people soimded 
the unspoken watchword of the con- 
vention, as we interpreted it: "Faith' 
ill €k>d and your fellowman, and works 
thereby." In the midst of railroad 
strikes, taking things on faith, the 
delegates gatiiered. 
. Several • small meetings jireceded^ 
'^but in very truth we felt the real pulse- 
beat of the wonderful convention 
when the organ sounded a glorious 
prelude and more than a score of hun* 
dred sang as they believed in tbeir 
hearts : 

"God is working His purpose out 

As year succeeds to year; 
God is working His purpose out. 

And tne time is diuwing near. 
Nearer and nearer draws the time, , 

The time that shall surely be. 
When the earth shall be filled 

With the glory of God, 
As the waters that cover the sea." 

As each of the greater speakers 
came before us wp judged him "per- 
haps the best of them all"; but as we 
fiiftll them now perspective ehows ua 
there were no degrees in the magni- 
tude of their messages but only a dif- 
fering in themes. 

Convention Hears Bishop McConnell. 

Bishop M. McConnell stated that a 
great iKntlon of toe people of the 
ear^ today are like lonah. Jonah wat 
the man who thought his country was 
the only real place in the world. It 
took a long series of Jolts to enlighten 
him to the fact that other nations had 
a rightful claim upon his sympathies. 

Christ is the Way. In keeping His 
road we are undertaking not an indi- 
vidual matter, but a social reaponsi 
billty. The wise man is he who says: 
"Let us see the others' views." Man- 
kind can't really get anywhere by 
man's clapping a stop-cock upon all 
others but himself and his immediate 
wiBodates. In Christianity force is not 
the motive power. Christ didn't say: 
"Go ye into the world and shoot the 
gospel Into every creature." 

We have sung "Like a mighty army 
moves the Church of God!" It Isn't 
true today. At most we can only say 
^tiiat the Church of God it marking 
time. That is not the exact truth 
eitiier, for an army Is a united body, 
moving as one with single purpose. 
There has never yet been an effort to 
unite all Christian work to evangelize 
all the forces of the world. We have 
not even striven to understwd all na- 
1^8. We have been Pan-American! 
1%at is, we have so considrred our- 
selves. Whereas in truth we are r 
part, not the whole of the world. Tkere 
are some points even in DEMOCRACY 
where England and France go far be- 
yond us. 

To open the road to the City of God. 
td «et the army of the Church of God 
in motion we must seek out In Christ 
the pattern of the perfect whole, in- 
cluding iu>t one nation or (me tribe, 
but the whole wide world.

Shall we change our student mem- 
bership basis? If you had been in 
Cleveland on April 14th you would 
have said either "Yes" or "No." You 
Umldn't have been on the fence. That 
was iiBiKMMlble. Something would 
have launched you off on one side or 
^ other, and When you got there you 
would have haA some very decided 
opinions to express. At least every- 
one did. In fact, there were so many 
opinions to be expressed that every- 
one wanted to speak at the same time. 
The students seemed to be sitting on 
springs. You couldn't keep them 
down. Not (mly were the student and 
city members coming to the front In 
the diso^eion, but also the colored 
gl^. 1p«y> too, are a part of our 
gr^' dMdzation, and freely ex 
preim ^Blr opinion. 

As soon as Mrs. Paiat, our new pres- 
ident, had called for unfinished busi- 
ness and had read thru the proposed 
iinundment, at least t#enty students 
were on their feet ready to move the 
adoption of the amendment. 

To make matters clearer, let ns 
take a look at the old basis. 

Article II—Membershlp. 

"After tSie adoption of tiiia constltu 
tion, any Young Women's Christian 
Association not privileged to become r 
charter member may be admitted to 
tais organlaztiofi upoa- ai^lication to 
the Natioanl Board and upon filing 
with it a copy of Its constitution, 
showing tiail lit aiembership— 
that is, the voting and office-holding 
membership — is limited 
are members of the 
gelical churches." ' 

And now at the new one: 
"Purpose. 

(1) To lead students to faith in God 
through Jesus Christ; 

(2) To lead them into membership 
'and service In the Christian Church; 

(3) To promote their growth in 
Christian faith and character, espe-, 
daily through the study of the Bible 

(4) To Influence them to devote 
themselves, in united effort with all 
Christians, to making the will of 
Christ effective in human society, and 
«b extending the Kingdom of G<Ki 
throughout the world. 

"Membership. 
"Any woman of the institution may 
be a member of the Aseociation pro- 
vided: 

(1) That sJhe is In sympathy with 
the Purpose of the ACNBOolatlon; 

(2) That she makes the following 
declaration: 'It Is'my purpose to live 
US a true follower of tiite tiss^ Jesus 
Christ.' " 

The latter was proposed only as an 
alternative basis, 

Bryn Mawr was one of the first to 
speak for It. One of the girls said 
ttiat they found In looking back 
through the records that a personal 
membership list had been discussed 
ever since 1910, and that they, for 
one, were in great need of It. She 
said it would brlig a glfl face to face 
with tl^ decision she must make and 
thus make It more vital. , 

A girl from Wellesly spoke next. 
Wellesly, she said, had tried a per- 
sonal test for a number of years and 
found it to be a great success. 

Boston University was heard from. 
They ftll that one of the biggest serv- 
lees a Y. W. 0. A. can render a cbUege

Progressive Steps Taken. 

It was certainly a wonderful experi- 
ence to be a delegate to Cleveland and 
to be a part of those 2,000 women who 
were to remebered the things that 
were behind and were pressing for- 
ward toward the higher, finer prize, 
tt was five years since a convention 
had taken place, and these women 
were building for the years to come on 
the experiences of those past war 
years. We have all cause to be proud 
that we are a part of that wonderful 
National Women's Cnrlstian Associa- 
tion. 

The most interesting measures 
passed were, in my opinion, those In 
regard to our social ideals as an or- 
gwization. Careful study of the fol- 
lowing will give you the clearest idea 
of the things that convention did. 

Social Ideals Adopted by Convention. 
We believe that in Jesus Chrisr is to 

be found the solution of the world's 
need. In every age some great issue 
stands out as a challenge to Cnris- 
tlanity. Today this challenge is found 
in our economic life and social rela- 
ationships. The way in which Chris- 
tian people and Christian organiza- 
tions meet such Issues furnishes a 
searching test of the reality of their 
Cnristian experience. Upon us of the 
Young Women's Christian Association 
rests the responsibility of interpreting 
In this economic and social realm the 
application of our purpose, "to asso- 
ciate young women In personal loyalty 
to Jesus Christ as Savior and Lord, 
and to become a social force for the 
extension of the Kingdom of God." 

As a body of women we are finding 
in Jesus Christ the fulfillment of our 
personal lives. We must seek with 
equal ardor to discover the meaning 
and place of Jesus in the solution of 
social and economic problems. We 
turn for guidance to the controlling 
principles in His life, His love for peo- 
ple) His appreciation of the worth of 
every individual. His sense of human 
brotherhood, His service of others. We 
recognize as the motive for our action 
and the source of our power the In- 
dwelling life of God in the hearts of 
His people. We record otil' eciftvlction 
that we must work through the Chris- 
tian Church and In feUdwship with all 
people who seek the upward path, In 
order to achieve God's purpiwe for our 
age, ^Wherefore, 
It is recommended:

16. A new emphasis upon the appli- 
cation of Christlaa principles to the 
acquisition and use of property, .jugHI^ 
tor the n^ott equitable division of fi* 
product of Indnstry that can ultimately 
be devised. 

Facing, the social Issues involved In 
reconstruction: 

Resolved, That we affirm m Chris- 
tian Churches — 

1. That the teachings of Jesus are 
those of essential democracy and ex- 
press themselves throuj^h brotherhood 
end the co-operation of all groups. We 
deplore class struggle and declare 
against all class dominfition, whether 
of capital or labor. Sympathizing with 
labor's desire for a better day and an 
equitable share In the profits and man- 
agement of Industry, we stand for or- 
derly and progressive social recon- 
struction instead of revolution by vto* 
lence. 

2. That an ordered and <»nstructive 
democracy in Industry Is as necessary 
as poUtl(»l democracy, and that col- 
lective bargaining and the sharing of 
i&op control and management are In- 
evl^le steps in Its attainment.

tions, in special efforts for the welfare 
of women which are In accord with 
the standards found in the Social 
Ideals. 

It is recommended: 

6. That through the special centers 
of service, and other special efforts, 
and through all regular channels ol 
the Young Women's Christian Associa- 
tion, we seek to enlist in th^ tellow- 
shlp of our Association larger and 
larger numbers of young women.

These 
girls were aWy represe^id at toe 
conventi<m and advocated earnestly 
the adoption of the above steps for the 
help of their group. « , , 

•After the passing of the Social 
Ideals the industrial dfllegates present 
introduced a resolution of thanks to 
the other delegates of the convention 
for their understanding sympathy and 
pledged themselves to uphold the 
highest standards of efficiency in 
work and to brad all thetf efforts to- 
wards producing better and more effi- 
cient workers wherever th^y were.

A very interesting discuaaion ^mk 
place over the following recommenda- 
tion from the National Board : 

"That Article III. Section 1 (which 
provides for triennial conventions) of 
the constitution be amended by sub- 
stituting the word 'hl^mtel' for 'tri- 
eimial.' theireby reducing thS interim 
between conventions from three to two 
years." 

Some wanted this to read "annual" 
instead of "biennial," but on account 
of the many new programs passed on 
at Cleveland it was decided that it 
would be impossible to^give these a 
fair try-out before the two years, at 
least, had passed. Ouf next conven- 
tion will therefore be held in 1922. 

Several places are asking for the 
convention, especially Hot Springs, 
Ark., which sent an invitation, signed 
by the hotels of that city, and even the 
Governor of the State; but we do not 
know the pUiee of meeting, as yet.

Ac- 
cording to the results of this worlt, 
yellow com seems to carry this nu- 
tritiye j^iential in larf«r amounts than 
does the white variety. 

The work of the Yale laboratories 
on the value of the cereal proteins 
was discussed. Their worlc on this 
problem is not entirely complete, and 
more conclusion reiiorts may be 
looked for later. 

The cause of "war edema" has been 
the subject of some definite investiga- 
tion at the University of Chicago and 
a report of this worl< was also talten 
up at the club meeting. This type of 
dropsy accomi)anied the low food 
levels maintained in the war zones 
and seems to be due to protein de- 
ficiency in the diet and is aggrevated 
by an increased water intake. These 
workers suggest that food when lim- 
ited 'n amount and of poor quality 
Sttould tiot be given in the form of 
soup as is so often done.

SCNOUeSHIPS 




There are five scholarships under 
the direction of the association; two 
are maintained by funds of the organi- 
zation and three were established by 
the class oi 1919 and are mtUntalned 
by gift funds of that class to the col- 
lege. In 1909 the first scholarship, of 
one hundred dollar value, was estab- 
lished. It has gradually been in- 
creased until now it has a value per 
year of one hundred and forty dollars, 
sixty-five of which constitute a gift and 
seventy-five loan. It is open to ail 
classes in the college and is held at 
present by a Sophomore. She Is ex- 
pected to hoM it until irihe gradates. 
A smaller scholarship of fifty dollars 
per year, all loan, was esteblished last 
year by the association. It is heldl 4it 
present by a Sophomore, who is ex- 
pected to retain it until she gradmetes 
in the college. 

The class of 1919 established three 
loui scholarships — ^two at a value of 
one hundred dollars each per year, and 
one at a value of fifty dollars a year. 

The first of these, kni^wn as the 
"LfOLn Scholarship of '1», is open to 
Junioi^^the college and can be re- 
tained^Hl graduation. The second 
Is good tor the session of 19-20, is 
open to Seniors in the college and has 
a money value of one hundred dollars. 
The third is a loan scholarship of fifty 
dollars per year, open every odd year 
to a Senior In the college.

Miss Morse, dairy specialist, has 
charge of the dairy work which is to 
be given the second week of the 
course. In connection with the study 
Of milk, the girls will observe the ef- 
fect of milk in the diet as shown by 
the feeding experiments with rats in 
the research laboratoir ftt the col- 
lege.

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The Repute of Haiti has within 
its borders two distinct languages. 1m 
the San Dominican Republic. Spanish 
is spoken while in Haiti proper a 
French "patois" is used. Near the 
border line of these two repuhUts and 
in the mountains, the mixture of the 
two languages makes it almost impos 
sible to understand what is said. 

The people of Haiti are very simple 
minded and childish. One minute you 
hate them for their cruelty and then, 
you pity them for tueir simplicity. OI 
the value of money, they have no idm. 
For instance we were asked to pa} 
double the value of a basket and for a 
wicker chair they only wanted about 
one-third of the real valqd. 

Most of the natives go btt^Kiot. The 
men are dressed something like the 
poor peons of Mexico, that is in a 
loose shirt and trousers. The women 
generally wear full dresses, caught 
up at the belt and their hair wrapped 
in huge bandana handkerchiefs. These 
handkerchiefs and dresses are made of 
bright and gaudy plaids for the Ha: 
tians love colors. 

The majority of the Haitians earn 
to-.'.-., living either by crude farminp^ 
or working for the cotton, sugar and 
sawmill industries that are rapidly 
growing up there. 

The market is one of the most in- 
teresting plaees In Port au Prince, the 
capitol. Here the natives gather to 
exchange their fruits and vegetables 
for clothing and to sell to the tourists 
souvenirs. Most of them come from 
the mountains. Tney either come on 
foot, carrying their bundles on their 
fa^s or astride very small donkeys 
These little beasts can carry more 
than any other animal of that size 
On the roads leading to this market 
there are queer little "ean-toa'* where 
drinks and food are sold to the mar- 
keters. It is a common sight to see 
a family gatnered around one of these 
"lunch counters" eating their meal and 
talking glibby of the day's happenings. 

Haiti is now under a i)artial Amer 
lean protection. There is an Occupa- 
tion Army of Marines stationed there* 
present. They do not govern the 
"e but see to it that the proper 
people are elected to offices. The 
greater part of the marine work con 
sists in maintaining order and in en 
forcing law. Whether Haiti will event- 
ually be under the United States gov- 
ernment is still a question. However 
it is generally believed that the United 
States will assume come sort of a pro 
teetorate over tl^ Republic of Haiti.

The theory of the marine origin of 
all life received additional confirma- 
tion at a recent session of the French 
Association for tne Advancement of 
Science, we are told by the editor of 
the "Men and Things" department of 
American Medicine (New York). He 
goes on: 

"The evidence was unique, extreme- 
ly original, and was based on the little- 
observed variation in the human tem- 
perature according to the time of day. 
This variation, it was claimed, was 
one of the most convincing proofs of 
man's marine origin. The theory was 
neatly presented. At four o'clock in 
the afternoon the human temperature 
is about 99.3 degrees. Between two 
and six in the morning it is generally 
about 97.2 degrees, a variation of more 
than two degrees. This variation is 
in no way influenced by either climatic 
conditions, feeding, or the amount of 
sleep or activity in which the individ- 
ual has Indulged. If, those who favor- 
ed the theory said, we accept tne ma- 
rine origin of man, we must agree 
that the cell destined to become hu- 
man and existing at a certain depth 
of the ancient waters had to adjust 
itself to the physical conditions of 
these waters. It should be borne in 
mind that the 'auman life fluid is of 
much the same composition as the salt 
water of the sea, except that Its saline 
ingredient is much smaller. It is, 
moreover, a significant fact that man's 
temperature is equlviUent to that of 
the ancient seas, known to be warmer 
than those of the present day, and it 
seems very probable ti^t this tempera- 
ture has a marine origin. The varia- 
tion in human temperature is even 
more impressive proof of this fact, 
for this variation is exactly similar 
to the variation of the sea's tempera- 
ture. The ocean, influenced by the 
sun's ray. shows a temperature curve 
like that of man. reaching the min- 
imum at four 1& the monitog

MINOR PARTY PUTFORMS 

Among the less prominent political 
parties engaged in the i>resent presi- 
dential race, we find platforms well 
worthy of our study. One of these, 
that of the Prohibition Party, as in- 
dicated by its i)arty name, takes its 
main issue in championing the en- 
forcement and maintenance of the 
F:ightRenth Amendment to the Consti- 
lufinn. fi heartily .■mhii-scs the en- 
trance Of tue United States into the 
League of Nations, with or without 
reservations. 

Rather than universal military train- 
ing it favors nation wide comjnilsory 

■ I'ducai ion with iOnuiisli instruction for 
every chihl. Un government financial 
administration it demands the use of 
the Budget System. It advocates the 

■ promotion of industrial peace to pro- 
tect a long-suffering public from the 

' war '>f labor and capital. To reduce 
i the higii cost of living i' pro|)oses tne 
eliminution of the middle man and 

■ profite*'r and encouragement of In- 
creased agrlctdtuial pro<luction. This 
liarty chamjiions woman's rights, both 
political and iniiusirial, and demands 
that a president have the best of in- 
telle< tual and spiritual qualifications. 
In .short It stands f(»r right in the 
struggle against wrong. Tne candidate 
presented is Aaron S. Watklns, of 
Ohio. 

The Farmer-1 alior pariy bases its 
iilatform on the principle of the funda- 
mental re.'-toration of democracy in 
It) • l'nit< (I Stat OS. It stnnds squarely 
, for the unqualified maintenance of 
j constitutional guarantees, including 

■ frc<Mlf>rii (if sp''eth, freedfmi (>f the 
ipies.s, and freedom of asseml)lage. It 
I would have all federal judges, the 
t interpreters of the constitution, elect- 
! ed by the people and subject to re- 
call. It violently opposes the League 
of Nations as an Imperiallsth' move 
on tne part of the United States. For 
this same reasoi\ It would bav,- this 
country give up all possessive or pro- 
tective claims U> any of the Island 
dependencies, and, furthermore, would 
demand an immediate recognition of 
the Ke|)ul)lic of Ireland and the Soviet 
government of Russia. 

In the industrial field it chami)Ions 
public ownersbi|) and democratic oper- 
ation of all |)ublic utilities such as 
railroads, stock-yards and mines. To 
finance governtoent administration It 
icconi mends steeply graudated Income 
t.ix' s rather than Indirect taxation of 
consumer's gooda Furthermore, It 
would stabalize tne currency and speed 
u|) production by agricultural aid. Pos- 
sibly, the most importtint plank in this 
party's plutfoi in is known a.s Labor's 
Bill of Rights. This includes thirteen 
provisions relating to the betterment 
of industrial legislation of every phase, 
and providing for the establishment of 
a federal department of education. The 
Farmer-Labor i)arty iiuts up for its 
candidate Parley Parker Chrlstensen, 
of Utah, a man, who, tney boast, Is 
not afraid of enemies. 

These platforms nmy ai»pear pre- 
judiced and one-sided. In some re 
spects, but they are positive, definite 
and daring. No matter if their in- 
fluence on the presidential vote is 
small, they ai e :i wielding a powerful 
infltionce as an educational factor to 
American politics. 



CHAPEL TALKS

ing and parties, but party platforms 
have been specifically presented to us 

by some of the college girls. 

Rosalia Gonzalez gave the first in 
the series of toese talks. She gave 
the Republican party's principles and 
its platform.

This was on the Socialistic platform. 
Olga Kent followed this with the 
stand t;iken hy the Prohibition and 
Ijabor parties. .Miss Mortice .McCaskill 
gave the latest talk. .Miss .M( ('askill 
Is a former graduate of this college 
(though sne declined to state the 
year) and she Is now president of the 
Business Woman's League of Talla- 
hassee. She Is a staunch Democrat 
and believes that the nam(> of 1 'resi- 
dent Wilson will go down in history 
as one (if the great men of the world. 
Miss .McCaskill is vitally interested in 
the jwlitical question, as every woman 
of the country snoidd be. After giving 
the names of both Democratic and 
Rei)ubllcan electors. Miss McCasklll 
brit»f!y sketched the Democratic plat- 
form and told of some of the accom- 
plishments and personal characteris- 
tics of the candidates. .Mr. Cox more 
nearly resembles Theodore Roosevelt 
than any other nian, and as Roosevelt 
has been called 'i'eddy, Mr. Cox wishes 
to be known as •Jimmy " — and every 
one in Dayton calls «im 'Jimmy.' 
Can anyone Inuigine Harding being 
called "Warnie?" Miss McCasklll also 
spoke of th»' services whicti Cox had 
rendered Ohio. When he goes after 
a thing he gets It. When asked how 
he obtained results Cox replied "Grab 
Opportunity by the Naiie of the Neck 
and tne seat of the pants and ahake 
a result out of him." 

Through her own magnetic person- 
ality and the Interesting nature of tier 
subject Miss McCaskill held her au- 
dience throughout her whole talk. 



GHSSMAN FRANK CLARK 
SPEAKS IN CHAPEL 



H(m. Frank Clark, Representative 
from the Second Distri< t of Flo Ida to 
Coii!<ross for some fifteen years, spoke 
in the College Auditorium Thursday 
afternoon concerning the coming elec- 
tion. Mr. Clar]< related many things 
that have occurrei during the years 
he has spent at Washington. He paint- 
ed a vivid word picture of anxious, ex- 
pe<tani Congress the day that Presi- 
dent Wilson (lelivend his ultimatluui 
to Germany. In his talk he paid many 
glowing tributes to President Wilson. 

We learned many things which we 
had not hear<l before about both par- 
ties, especially was the Democratic 
platform stressed. 

The Rciuibli'ans are opi)osing the 
League of Nations only for the rea- 
son that President W^llson's heart is 
set on having it gone through. When 
President Wilsin came from France 
and wa.s as truly woun ied as any sol- 
dier on the battlefield, the Reptiblicans 
carried their prejudices to the bedside 
of a desperately ill man. They could 
not foriict ; arty feelings long enough 
to send floweis or a word of sym- 
pathy. The Demo<'rats are putting up 
a good fiu'lit. jirid are thankful to l^resi- 
dent Wilson for all he has done and 
attempted to do. Mr. Clark is .i Demo- 
crat from the ground up and tidmlres 
anyone who will stand up for his con- 
vidions, but the above Fhows how these 
c(mvictions can be carried too far. 

Talks such as Mr. Clark's are wel- 
comed, and we hoi)e that we can have 
speakers of this kind with us often 
in the future.

Panama and the Canal Zone. The Re- 
l)ubllc of Panama was a lart of Ci>- 
lomlda. Now it Is an Independent re- 
public. The Canal Zone Is a strip of 
land about forty-nine utiles long and 
ten miles h.u U from each bank of the 
Panama Canal. 

The French first attempted to build 
a canal there. They failed because 
they attempted to construct a sea-level 
canal; that is, a canal wilbimf locks. 
This cotild not possible be done be- 
cause of the great difference In the 
liih's. The Pacific ocean has an eight- 
een-foot tide, while the Atlantic only 
rises about two feet. 

The two greatest tasks that con- 
fronted the engineers were the sani- 
tary conditions and C.-iillard cut. Col- 
onel G<»rgas became famous through 
his health work in Panama. Later he 
carried on similar campaigns in South 
America and "Over There." While he 
was making the Canal Zone fit to live 
In, Colonel (Joethals was "digging the 
Big Ditch." Although the locks and 
dam were great engineering fetifs, yet 
the cut took the longest to comi)lete. 
In Gaillard cut they were troubled 
by Gold Hill slide. This hill has a 
rock fop and a softer base. The weight 
of the rock on fop forces the base up 
into the channel of Gaillard cut. Even 
now it is necessary to dredge the chnn- 
nel there.

Siiuv 
or UMl I have bc*n a stroiiu 
supiKirtor of Wilson, and still count 
myself a Wilson man. aiul for the last 
two elertions have voted .'ilmo^t 
rtraight Democratic ticket. fur lii.' 
Sociiilists, I stronuly h(difvc in neat- 
ly all their doctrines, and 1 on (> 
voted for some minor Socialist can i- 
dates. And I was an eniph;iiic rnen- 
ber of the Conunittce of Forty-e gl ^, 
which was almost entirely absorbed 
in the Farmer-Labor Party. The ques- 
tion is, What am I now? Frankly, 
1 do not know. I shall jTohably vote 
for Mrs. Charlotte Coffin, a eandlda'.e 
for (fhetor on the rrohtbiton ♦IcUet, 
and this will relieve me of making one 
choice. Of <'oursp, I shall vote for 
some Demoentt'; tliat T know, such .'c* 
Mr. McRae for exatnide, on the State 
ticket. But beyond that I do isot 
know. I shall, however, express my 
opinions honestly on the points I dis- 
cuss in so far as I have any opin- 
ions. 

.Tust here let me say that I have a 
;^nod de:il of literature from fh" dif- 
ferent parties which we have b"'V» us- 
ing In political Science, and a^ wo are 
throu^'h wifli it I would be g'a i for 
you to take it at the close of <-1ia))id. 
One or two of the most imp''iiaii! 
publications I shall put in the llbraiy, 
the rest you are welcome to. Hero 
In the Democratic, here the H3nubli- 
can, here the Socialist, here the Farm- 
er Labor, and hero the Proiii!);i io i. 
There }s also a j)arty of Sinub -lex- 
ers, but I have not sectired any of 
their literature. Included in this litera- 
ture is a leaflet of Democratic cam- 
paign songs, and tbey sounded so much 
like old times that I want to hear 
some of them sung now.

Democratic songs). 

These .tjonjrs remind me of the times 
when I usiii to atlf nd j-rreat iiolitical 
rallies in parades tli;it were .soiikjI iie.es 
miles long. We would go in great 
floats, drawn, by six or eight black 
horses, or maybe white ones. Every- 
tliins^ would be dflcor.ited with Inint- 
ing, flags, banners and j)ietures. Brass 
bands and drum corj)'s made martial 
music and orators spoke feelingly be- 
fore great crowds. But the Republi- 
cans listenei! only to f{epnh1ie;iH 
speeches and read only Republit-an pa- 
pers. Ditto the Democrats. It's lots 
of fun, but looked at sensibly, will 
tliat sort of thing, along, sec\ire very 
constructive legislation? I do hope the 
women will Inject a more sensible 
spirit into our politics and as a first 
jirin< iple let me suicgest tli.Tt we all 
recognize our own limitations and face 
the fact that the other fellow may be 
right; then we shall be In, a position to 
learn something. 



In comparin.i,' tlie platforms of the 
two major parties we s' e ilu r^' is the 
most I oiuplete agreemeui in every de- 
tail with the exception of two fwints. 
One of these Is the tariiV. the liepub- 
licans standing for i)rotectiou and the 
Democrats reiterating thcdr belief !n a 
tariff f>ir revenue only. As a matter 

0) tact, this difference amounts to 
nothing. The tarilT in either case would 
!)(> iiUmt the same and it wouM noi 
:t!re(! US in tiic lea-U if we called it 
eiJiit r prt)lecU<ui or revenue only. 

'i'lie otiier difference, and maybe a 
real one, is the issue <d" the {^.eague of 
Nations. I think 1 shall lee try to 
my anything al)out this in tie- liinite.i 
lime I have, but I shall, however, .uive 
my own opinion. I^el me say tliat 1 
have complete and entiiusi;i'-t ic syui- 
pMtby with the original plan as c«)n- 
i-civeil by Presitdent Wilson and am 
most th"r«uighly disgusted with the 
Senators wlio threw cold water on it. 
But, on the other hand, 1 have some- 
thing like contempt or tlic dmimient 
as it now stands, after the way it was 
man-handled by the ICtiroj^eon diplo- 
mats, ;ind I have the ui-avest dmiMs 
:is to whet tier it is desiratde in its pres- 
ent form. 

There is a .i-;r<'al<'r difference be 
tween the ))ersoi)auiu.^ o'' ttie candi- 
dates than there Is between their plat- 
forms. Their respective papers reflecr 
tlieir characteristics. Cox's paper is 
full of blazing headlines, murder 
stories, actress affairs and excitement 
generally. Harding's paper Is quiet, 
coiiservMtive, and entirely lacking in 
anything that would suggest yellow 
journalism. Harding would never let 
his name appear in his paier -until 
this fall, when this rule had to be 

1) rok(rn di'wn. Cox worked energet- 
icaliy until he be< anie the sole owner 
of his papfr and thus be In a |H)si- 
tion to completely dictate Its poliey. 
Harding worked and planned whereby 
he could jillow the uorkers on ^'aff 
to beciinie i»art owners and managers. 
It is not a matter of chance that C^x 
is makiim a whirlwind caiMi>aign, ac 
casing his opponent of political cor- 
ruption anrl lack of faith, while Jlur- 
ding spends most of his time on Jjis 
own front porch, saying little of his 
miponent. In bis juiliticil career, Har- 
ding has always been ultra-conserva- 
tive, seemingly bound to the capital- 
ists; f!ox has been energetic, spend- 
ing most of his energy in securing 
pensions for the old soldiers — and per- 
hiips incidentally their votes. If we 
knew them personally, we would find 
ibeni to be good neighbors and good 
men. The country will not go to ruin 
under the lejidershif) of either. Both 
are successful business men and count 
their dollars in the milUon®. Harding, 
if e|e< ied. will be retiring, con«ervfi- 
tive, responsive to the voice of the 
country, but in danger of becoming a 
tool of party bosses. Cox. if elected 
will be energetic, progressive, iniecting 
much personality into his work. I^n? 
In danger of becoming a demagogue 
and making rash mistakes. 

Persnnnlly, the way it appears to 
me, the Democrats have somewhat the 
better platform, while the Republicans, 
on the whole, have somewhat the bet- 
ter man. 

In addition to these two major par 
tlMt, there are severnl others that

PRESIDENT PROCLAIMS 



LAST SUNDAY 



About 11:20 o'clix-k Sunday morn- 
ing flre broke out in East Hall, prob- 
ably caused Ijy a defective flue. Despite- 
the fact that most of the girls were 
at chnnli at the time, (juitc a i;reat 
deal of iluihiug and furniture on the 
flrst floor were saved by the efforts of 
tt few girls and those wli<> rame to 
their assistance. The tiif luo.u^ressed 
80 (iui( kly, howevi r. iliat s('ar< ely any- 
thing was secured from the seiond 
floors and from the towers. 

Eighty-five girls were quartered in 
the dormitory, and while many lost 
heavily, about tw«*nty-eight lost all 
their possessions. Due to tlic ] roinpt 
aid offered by the town jteoide ani 
the various friends of the college a 
great deal of discomfort from losses 
has been relieved. The Elks in town 
li.'ive eontrihuted four liuiHlred and 
fafty dollars, and through various do- 
nations a total of .about seven hun- 
dred and fifty dollars has come in. 

Twelve girls will be placed in Rec 
Hall, and a house near the campus has 
been serui'ed, in which about seven- 
teen can be roomed. Tlie remaining 
students from East Hall are scattered 
througliout the durmlturies in such a 
way as to relieve the congestion as 
Uiuch as I o.ssltrfe.

Univerj^lties. Colleges and Schools 
Urged to Obse.ve the Day by Ap- 
propriate Exercises and Les- 
sons. 

Pr«'sidenf Wilson lias issni-d a lu'oc- 
laraulion in wbidi he reyucsts the ob- 
servance by scbools, colleges and uni- 
versities of the three-hundredth annl- 
veisary of the Irindlng of the Pil- 
mims. At thi- same time be n.uiied 
three members of the United Statet» 
Pilgrim Tercentenary Commission, 
Six members ha i already been ap- 
pointed by Congress. 

The text of the proclamation pil- 
lows: 

"My Ft Ibnv Countrymen: December 
21, next, will mark the tercentenary of 
the lamling of the Pilgrims at Ply- 
mouth in 1620. The day will be be-

Most of them have Included the boy. 
Nearly all have had a deal to say 
alwint the jilank. so far as it typifies 
lecture halls, laboratories, dornii- 
torlea. libraries and gymnasiums; but 
not Infrequently they have laid but 
very little stress upon the Mark Hop- 
kins, or teaching, element.

Let architecture is by no means the , 
most enduring of monuments. What - 
college dormitory, for example, will I 
he standing when the names and : 
teachings of Plato an 1 Aristotle are 
forgotttti? These men were profes- , 
sors, teachers of the young; but nfier : 
twenty odd centuries their voices are 
still heard and their phllosoplilps still 
mold the minds of men. Theirs wera 
such academies as Mr. Oarfield had in 
mind when he uttered his whimsical 
epigram — teacher. |;upil-! and a place 
in a quiet garden or not too noisy 
market place; immortal truths in 
sisirle setttnga. 

College toulWinus have had their;

successful men, and a fruitful, need- 
ful day it has been; presently the pro- 
le ssors will have their day. and giv- 
ers of i;reat gifts will think as nmcli 
about the souls ot colleg-s as an 
earlier generation thought about 
their bodies. Not all the lieauty of 
classical architecture, be it never so 
chicte, nor all the splendor of (lot hi'- 
arch and vault and tracery can make 
a veritable college: for colleges are 
not inanimate things of brick iind 
moitar, stone and glass, but are, in 
their essence, made ©f the spirit of 
th<se wbo t:a<h and of tho83 who 
learn within their walls.— Saturday 
Evening Pest.

L^fture by Dr. 1. L. Meriam 

On Tuesday evening at 7:30, ioQ the 
aduttorlum of the college, Dr. Merjiam 
s(ioke to the student body. His theme 
was "Reform in Kduration; Let TJs Be 
Doing Something for Our Schools^" 

Dr. Meriain is in no sense a radical, 
but he has decidedly dilTerent views 
from the ordinary school man. He 
believes in experiiiientat i(tn. and in his 
eloniwintary school at the University of 
Missouri he Is building up a school 
praotire that sulHirdinates the three 
R's and tho usual grammar school sub- 
jects to real life activities. Dr. llforiam 
believes that the traditional formal 
subjeets are not to be made the gods 
of early training. He teachee that 
all formal schoolastic attainments 
should be gained only as they minister 
to life's needs. 

The students who heard him by no 
means all agree with his views, but 
many are anxious to And out more 
about bis work and are open to en- 
lightennent and conviction on the sub- 
ject of making the school fit the needs 
of the student rather than making the 
student conform to the ready-made 
school.

REV. Pm MG GRUE GON- 
DUGTS GHAPEL EXERGISES 

Friday the Rev. Paul McCrue, Presi- 
dent of the National Student Council 
of the Episcopal Church, lead devo- 
tionals. He has beesi traveling through- 
out thk United States for the pest 
seven years, the first four being with 
the Y. M. C. A. and lat('r with the 
Episcopal Board of Education. 

There are two fundamental copcep- 
tions of ehristianity and while we 
pn»bably believe one or the other it is 
essential that we hold points of view 
in common so that we may appreciate 
the motive which compels others to 
act. Both are true, and it Is only when 
one alone is held that we fall. 

The first view of Christianity is that 
the church is a group of people or- 
ganized to spread ideas throughout the 
world by means of the Bible. In this 
conception individualism is strongly 
stressed and there enters an Idea of 
mysticism by which the individual 
comes into direct contact or inter- 
<^rse with God without" the aid of an 
intermediatfur. To meet the social 
•needs of the (ptsesent day, there has 
been introduced Into this view of 
Christianity the idea of the Fatherhood 
of God and the Brotherhood of Man. 
This phase was developed, by the phil- 
osophers of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries. They also held that 
Christianity was ah idea thrown into 
the world to be developed. As a result 
of this there are more kinds of ehris- 
tianity held in America today than in 
any other country in the world. 

The second view holds that the 
church is an organism to give spiritual 
life. Community life is imporant here 
if they maintain that God is Love. 
Naturally, fellowship Is uppermost and 
the connection with the church is of 
utmost Importance. 

It is necessary to understand how 
the churches differ in their points of 
view and we must comprehenr their 
differences if we are to recognize the 
beauty of the lives of those in other 
churches. In the first group it is the 
ideals that count and steadfastness to 
faith. Whether Christ really lived or 
not does not primarily enter In. To 
this conception chu^c^e8 are but hu- 
raam means for spreading the doctrine 
and if the church should fail it is pos- 
sible to start a new church on new 
principles. To the second conception 
of christianit.v, however, the fact of 
whether C.irlst really lived or not is a 
fundamental point since the incarna- 
tion of (?od in Christ Is essential to 
them. If to them the church does not 
seem true, the change must come from 
nlthln and never from without. 

The Rev. McCrne bases his plea for 
membership in the church on the 
strength which one derives from the 
resulting fellowship and from the 
church Its^f.
